Headquarters cannot provide one, we have reluctantly agreed to suspend 
HTGRUEBY. 



1, Hi© two cited references imply, by their suggested employment of the 
various assets available to the Branch, that continuation of the NATCOM program 
has assumed a position of priority over other activities in which we might be 
gainfully employed. These references have been discussed with! 

] who concur with the Branch view that acceptance of Headquarters' 
recommendations would not only disrupt any attempt at a balanced PT/PSYCH program 
against Albania but would in fact virtually eliminate FI and HTGRUBBY coverage of 
Albania* 



2* Hie operation and management of a single PP radio program is a difficult 
task, even when there is a qualified PSYCH officer available with an indigenous 
staff to assist him. Headquarters has expressed precisely this opinion in both 
DIR 06881 and DIR 10899* It is obvious that the NATCOM program cannot be run 
properly for any long period of time unless the proper guidance, direction, and 
support is given to AIPLBBE, To be effective, the program must b© timely in its 
presentation; it must offer concrete and realistic proposals which can be acted 
upon by the listening audience thereby bringing about desired changes. Hie program 
must always be within the limits imposed upon KUBARK by existing PBFRIME policy. 
Only a Staff Officer can have access to all of the material available at the 
r~~ ~~f which covers his area of activity - and can therefor© properly carry out 

ms responsibility* Furthermore, a full time Staff Officer is necessary in order 
to inject new life and ideas into the programs so that they avoid becoming 
sterotyped, meaningless, and so deteriorated in quality that they reflect adversely 
on this Station and on KUBARK, Therefore, essentially, the problem is to find a 
Staff Case Officer if we are to maintain NATCOM,

without a FSfCH officer* XhH. 3 9801, we advised you that, with the 
personnel assign®! to the Branch, we found it impossible to wintein two radio 
pragma®®* % stated that m mu Id begin to phase out HfQRUBBX and feat m mu M 
jmt MATO® on an irregular basis* We sincerely hoped that we could continue a 
curtailed MfGE program over an extended period feu® affording Headquarters 
additional time to obtain a qualified WWB officer* Our belief that a fEXGS 
officer would be made available was based on the grounds that headquarters was 
also of the opinion that a FSf 01 effort should b® maintained, 3 317771,

fSIGH officer is not available,' Necessarily then, much of our ease officer time 
Will be used up on PSXvIf aeuuviti©© and only the barest minimum ttjss© c an b# 
devoted to Albanian FI operations.

7* Concerning FI operations into Albania, we ere considering the possible 
redeployment of our existing asset* £m maximum advantage of this new situation* 

One possibility has to do with the transfer to AIBSAf to Ioannina to increase 
our coverage of refugees and to establish a potential for best exploiting quick 
turn-around and cross-border operations. Further consideration of FI matters 
will be included in separate dispatches when CT H3 returns to this 
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
